Rehabilitation, New Construction Provided For In 


Proposed $2 Million Elementary School Bond Issue 


PORTERVILLE — Voters in 
the Porterville elementary school 
district will decide March 2 
whether to adopt a $2 million 


school bond issue. The bond, 
proposed by a 47-member 
Master Plan Advisory 
committee, would provide for

of new school facilities in the 
district. 

The committee, appointed by 
the Porterville district governing 
board, began its investigation of 
elementary school facilities more 
than a year ago. 

The committee’s proposal is 
that the bond money be spent in 
three areas; rehabilitation of 
existing facilities, construction 
of 15 new facilities for Bartlett 
and Pioneer junior high schools, 
and the purchase of instructional 
equipment. 

In the area of rehabilitation, 
repairs were divided into five 
categories: Air conditioning. 
lighting, ceiling repair, floor 
covering, and miscellaneous 
painting. For these 
improvements the anticipated 
cost for Bartlett school is 
$168,120; Belleview, $66,000; 


John J. Doyle, $122,240; Olive. ' 


$88,320; Pioneer, $53,480: 
Roche, $89,000; Vandalia. 
$100,000; Westfield, $72,980; 
and West Putnam, $79,480. The 
sub total for these improvements 
is $839,620. With an additional 
$83,962 for contingencies and 
fees the total rehabilitation cost 
is $923,582. ‘ 
A breakdown of the Bartlet 

construction is: One music 
facility. $40,000; one girls’ 
shower and locker facility. 
$90,000: one boys’ shower and 
locker facility, $90,000; one 
new food service and 
multi-purpose facility. 
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feeling that more attention should be given to the 
rights of victims and law enforcers. 

The reason for that growing concern is frighten- 
ingly highlighted by the recent report from the De- 
partment of Commerce and the Law Enforcement 
Administration of the Department of Justice. 

The report reveals that between 1960 and 1970 the 
spending in the United States for police, courts and 
prisons leaped from $3.5 billion to $8.5 billion. The 
1970 figure was up $1.2 billion from 1969. 

The burden of these costs rests largely with local 
governments. According to the report, in the fiscal 
vear ending June 30, 1969, counties, cities and towns 
paid $4,691 million of the nation’s $7.3 billion total. 
State governments paid $1,849 million, the federal gov- 
ernment $800 million. 

That averages out to just about $37 for every man, 
woman and child in the nation. 

California ranks fourth nationally in the cost-per- 
person of crime, with $50.10, and a very close second to 
‘New York in total cost, with $1 billion. 

In total costs of police protection in this state Los 
Angeles is first (third in the nation) with $91.9 million. 
San Francisco follows with $26.6 million, San Diego 
with $12.6, Oakland with $12.1 and Long Beach with 
$11.9 million. 

To the average taxpayer the great crime is the cost 
of crime. Any move toward a less legalistic and more 
realistic administration of justice is reassuring.

Bill Provides 
Protection Against 


Ill-Advised Taxes 


SACRAMENTO - A 
constitutional amendment, ACA 
‘33, designed to give new 
protection against ill-considered 
tax increase legislation to the 
taxpayer, has been co-authored 
by Assemblyman William 
Ketchum. 

The present legislative voting 
requirements for tax changes 
requires two-thirds for banks, 
corporations and insurers, but a 
mere majority for such 
individual taxes as the personal 
income tax and the sales tax. 

“While it is an obviously 
sound principle that tax 
increases by the Legislature 
should require a two-thirds 
vote,” said Ketchum, “there is 
no reason why this should be the 
exclusive preserve of banks, 
corporations and insurers. The 
individual taxpayer is entitled to 
the same constitutional 
protection, and that is what 
ACA 33 gives him.” 

Before joining Assemblyman 
Richard Barnes as a coauthor of 
this measure Ketchum pointed 
out that he had considered and 
rejected the alternative of 
attaining uniformity through a 
simple majority vote for all tax 
measures. 

“When we exercise this 
awesome power of taxation to 
take an_ individual’s money 
without his consent and spend it 
for the common. benefit,” 
Ketchum stated, “‘we should at 
the very least be able to assure 
him that the action has the 
support of two-thirds of his 
elected representatives,”

Seasons Ending 
For Hunters 


LONG BEACH -— California’s 
1970-71 general hunting seasons 
have ended on all but two 
species of game, black brant and 
jack rabbits, according to Ward 
Gillilan, information officer for 
the Department of Fish and 
Game. 

The brant hunting season 
closes at sunset on February 21, 
and jackrabbit season remains 
open year round, with no bag 
limit, from one-half hour before 
sunrise to one-half hour after 
sunset. 

California’s 1970 hunting: 
regulations covering resident 
game remain in effect through 
June 30. It will be late June 
before the 1971-72 hunting rules 
can be printed in booklet form, 
according to Gillilan. 

The following season-opening 
dates are adhered to unless some 
extenuating circumstances arise: 
Rabbits, first Saturday in July; 
early deer season, first Saturday 
in August; late deer season, 
Saturday nearest September 23; 
quail and chukar, last Saturday 
in October; doves, September 1.

SACRAMENTO — There is 
an urgent need for farm labor 
legislation in California. and 
eseveral major agricultural 

fganizations are joining in an 

ffort to draft a bill and get it 
introduced into the state 
gislature early next month. the 
State Board of Agriculture was 
Told at its January meeting in 

Sacramento. 

Robert Brown. California 
Taxpavers Association 
Prepreseritative in Sacramento. 
‘Teported to the board that a 
“meeting of these groups was held 
in Los Angeles in September and 
that it was agreed California has 
to move in the field of farm 
labor law. 

_ Participating in the Los 
Angeles meeting in addition to 
Brown were Richard Johnsen. 
Pexecutive vice president of the 
“Agricultural Council; Allan 
‘Grant. president of the 
‘California Farm Bureau 
Federation: and Jack Miller. 
‘general manager of the 
Agricultural Producers Labor 
Committee. Brown said. 

Efforts to gain cooperation 


and support in the preparation. 


‘of a farm labor law for 
'California are being coordinated 
/by this group, which has since 
“been expanded, he said. 
_ Brown indicated that these 
Petiorts are aimed at gaining 
) broad-based nonpartisan support 
for the project. but that state 
f legislators have been contacted 
-and the group plans to work 
) with labor organizations 
represented in Sacramento. 
' Brown emphasized that the 
| legislative bill resulting from 
‘these efforts should be an 
‘industry-labor measure rather 
‘than an administration bill. 
_. “What we are aiming at is a 
reasonable body of law that 
# represents all of agriculture and 
is fair to both farmers and 
workers,” he said. 
| Following Brown’s talk, 
Board president Allan Grant 
sommented that there is a 
wing recognition throughout 
he country of the need for farm 
labor legislation. In the absence 
action at the federal level, 
d Grant, many states are 
vorking toward getting their 
farm labor laws on the 
s. 
He ‘cited Michigan, Ohio, 
New York, Tennessee and 
as some of the states 
seem determined to take 
ion in this area. 
Grant indicated that if 
h states institute their own 
lative programs to bring 
into the farm labor 
it may influence 
to act on a national 


he said, ordinarily 


considers a

“usurp” what it 
Congressional 
responsibility. 

Grant told the Board he has 
been in touch with 31 of 
California's 38 congressmen and 
that plans are being made for a 
meeting in Washington in the 
near future, in which the 
lawmakers and all groups 
involved with agriculture could 
get together to pave the way for 
a constructive national farm 
labor bill.

$200,000; 
fees, 
Bartlett school project would be 
$462,000. 

Proposed for Pioneer school 
construction are: Three 
additional academic classrooms, 
$75,000; one library, $70,000; 
one music facility, $40,000; one 
arts and crafts, $45,000; one 
administration building, 
$ 45,000; one. addition to 
multi-purpose room and 
expansion of food preparation 
facilities, $30,000; one girls’ 
shower and locker facility, 
$90,000; one boys’ shower and 
locker facility, $90,000; one 
toilet (2 units), $27,000. The 
sub total of these facilities is 
$512,000, plus $51,200 for 
contingencies and’ fees which 
brings the total to $563,200. 
The total for new construction 
at both schools is $1,025,200. 

Construction of the music 
facility, and the food service and 
multi-purpose facility at Bartlett 
and. the music facility and 
administration building at 
Pioneer is necessitated by the 
Field Act of 1933, according to 
the advisory committee. Total 
cost for these projects alone is 
$325,000. 

In the area of instructional 
equipment such as _ tape 
recorders, film projectors, and 


contingencies and 


$42,000. Total for the - 


overhead projectors the total is 
$30,000. This brings the grand 
total for all improvements 
proposed by the Advisory 
committee to $1,978,782. 

The proposed improvements 
would make the facilities 
serviceable for another 30 years, 
according to the committee. The 
addition of cooling systems 
would make possible a 12-month 
school year. The feasibility of 
year-round classes is presently 
being considered by the 
administration and trustees. 

If the project is adopted by 
voters, the tax rate increase 
would be approximately 15 
cents and would continue for 17 
years.
